both were washed away and not seen 
afterward.

EG YPT. 

In consequence of recent events Egypt 
is likely to be a source of interest for 
some time to come to newspaper readers 
mid it may be well to present them with a 
lirief sketch of the salient features and re- 
sources of the country : 

Egypt is a country northeast of Africa 
and is bounded northoast by the Medit- 
erranean, west by Barca and the Libyan 
desert, south by Nubia and east by the 
Red Sea and the Isthmus of Suez. It 
consists of the long narrow valley of the 
Nile, 500 miles long and averaging 10 
miles in width, bounded on both sides by 
mountains and deserts, and widening as 
it approaches the sea. The mouths of the 
Nile form the Delta, which at its greatest 
breadth extends L50 miles. The country 
is divided into Lower Egypt, or the delta, 
Middle Egypt and Upper Egypt, Tlie 
soil of Egypt is fertile along the banks of 
the Nile, and in addition to grains of all 
kinds cotton, indigo, tobacco, augar.opiuin, 
lint and hemp are grown in large quanti- 
ties: the fig. vine, orange, olive and date 
palmare common. The climate is distin- 
guished bv extreme heat and dryness and 
the country would be barren but for the 
overflow of the Nile, which reaches its 
greatest height in September and gradual- 
ly subsides until the end of November. 
Asses, mules, dromedaries, camels and 
the fine breeds of horses are common, and 
the country has considerable commerce 
with the interior of Africa, Barbary and 
Arabia, the caravans from Cairo exchang- 
ing for European products ivory, gold 
dust, gum and other commodities. The 
lied Soa trade centres at Suez, while the 
Mediterranean trade, the largest of all, is 
conducted at Alexandria. The opening of 
the Sue/, canal made the Red Sea the 
chief route to India, and from this fact 
lias arisen the whole of the difficulties 
with regard to Egypt, including present 
complications. The bulk of the population 
consists of Arabs of whom the peasants 
are callod fellahs, and have long existed 
in a very miserable condition. There are 
about 150,000 Copts, or descendants of 
the ancient Egyptians, who profess a sort 
of Christianity, but the religion of the 
country i3 Mohammedanism. The rest 
of the population is made up of Turks, 
.lews and Europeans. The language 
spoken is Arabic; the government was 
till lately despotic. The country is tribu- 
tary to the Ottoman Empire, but Mo- 
hammed A li, who died in 1849, made the 
dignity hereditary. This man introduced 
great improvements in military discipline 
and the different branches of industry , and 
tltio work was carried on by his successors, 
especially by Ismail Pasha, upon whom was 
conferred the title of "Khedive" or king 
by firman 18(17. And now we come to the 
origin of thetrouble with the false prophet. 
In 1871 Sir Samuel Baker was sent by the 
Khedive to suppress the slave trade and 
annex the countries north of the equator, 
which was mainly accomplished in '-' years. 
The work was continued by Col. Gordon, 
and Egyptian dominion extended from the 
Mediterranean to the equatorial Lake 
Region, embracing Egypt proper, Nubia 
and Egyptian Soudan, which includes Dar- 
fur, Kordofan and the Upper Nile Basin to 
the Albert and Victoria Nynnza. 

The followers of each industry are form- 
ed into a guild with a chief, One of the 
most remarkable trades is hatching eggs by 
the artificial heat of ovens, and years ago 
some '2-1,000,01)0 eggs were annually sub- 
mitted to this profess, about one-fifth prov- 
ing blanks. Tunning and pottery also 
engage the attention of the natives. But 
monufaoturies on a large scale were intro- 
duced by that energetic ruler Mohammed 
All, who started twenty cotton mills with 
horses or oxen as a motive power. He also 
went into linen muuufactores on a large 
scale; the silk manufacture and the rearing 
of silk worms was also fostered, together 
with the manufacture of woolens, hemp 
cordage, sugar, indigo, oil, gunpowder and 
chemical products all engaged his attention. 
He also erected an iron foundry near Cairo 
and establishments for the manufacture of 
small arms and millitary accoutrements. 
The commerce of the country is considera- 
ble, the exports being cotton, pease, rice, 
wheat, barley, linseed, etc., and the im- 
ports cotton and iron manufactures, coals, 
olive oil, indigo, earthenware, sugar, drugs, 
liquors and pitch. In this commerce, 
England, in 18-10, held Ihc first place, and 
>Tfts followed by the north of Europe, Aus- 
tria and France, who had the smallest 
share. In the earlier part of 1855 the tail- 
way from Alexandria to Cairo, 120 miles 
long, was opened, with the intention of ex- 
tending it to Suez. But in spite of all the 
forced reforms that have been introduced 
into Cgypt, the native governments have 
not been a success, but have borrowed and 
and squandered large sums of money with- 
out really benefitting the great bulk of the 
people. ' England, of course, is a large 
creditor, and this fact, joined with the im- 
portance of the Suez canal to her, of course 
gives her a strong interest in the country. 
The policy of the Gladstone government in 
leaving the Egyptians in a great measure to 
manage their own affairs, and to struggle 
with rebellion, intrigues and disorganiza- 
tions, has received a bitter reproof in the 
disasters that have ensued from it and been 
universally condemned. It was the more 
inexcusable as»Suakim and Tokar in Nubia 
and Abyssinia are both on the coast of the 
Red sea, and Sinkat, though not laid down I 
in the maps, could not have boen far dis- 
tant. 1 



THE WORK OF THE SESSION. 

An eventful session was brought to a 
close yesterday . Since the date of con- 
federation there has been no meeting of 
the house when so much legislative work 
of a practical character was accom- 
plished. The sessions of the former 
house were noted for set speeches of un- 
conscionable length and incomprehensible 
stupidity; while the business transacted 
.was of so flimsy a character that it failed 
in nearly every instance to stand a consti- 
tutional test. Such, we feel persuaded, 
will not be found characteristic of the 
legislation of the session that has just 
closed Thirty-four measures in till were 
passed. All but four of these are public 
bills. Several private bills were thrown 
out, the atmosphere of the house being 
found unhealthy for bills which asked 
for large tracts of the public domain or 
for exclusive water privileges. First 
among the new legislation we class the 
land act, which, while it secures to actual 
settlers land at 81 an acre, raises the rate 
to speculators to $2.50 an acre and limits 
the amount to each purchaser to 1540 acres. 
This act will put an end to the "grab" 
system which tt[e act of the late govern- 
ment made possible, and wili preserve the 
the public lands from falling into the 
hands of men who wish to hold them for 
speculative purposes. Another very 
beneficial act from a public stand-point is 
that which regulates the cutting of tim- 
her on crown hinds, and impose -i a tax on 
all timber felled. By this means the 
forests will be protected and a large addi- 
tion to the revenue is assured. The anti- 
Chinese legislation will check the desire 
of Chinese to emigrate to this favored 
province, and make those who are now 
here revenue producing. The amend- 
ment to the Administration of Justice 
Act makes three judges a quorum so that 
the court of appeal can sit without till the 
judges being dragged from the four quart- 
ers of the province tp the capital. The 
act to amend the_ School Act introduces 
some needed reforms; among them an en- 
largement of the trustee board from three to 
six, the admission of women to the school 
franchise and the extension of the high 
school system to localities wdiere 20 pupils 
are eligible. The act respecting the stor- 
age of gunpowder, the Jurors Act and the 
act to encourage the manufacture of wool- 
en goods are all excellent measures. 
Taken all in all, the session has been a 
fruitful one, and the members who have 
assisted in the passage of wliolesamo legis- 
lation may face their constituents with 
the proud consciousness of having done 
their duty. 

Indian Allah's on flic Coast. 

To iiit; Editor.- I agree with your 
correspondent "Thompson River." Our 
Indians generally are in a worse state, at 
least not in a better state, than they were 
in before confederation when no special 
expenditure was incurred on their ac-' 
count. This means that one way or an 
other Canada has spent mure than a quar- 
ter of a million of dollars on matters con- 
nected with these people and has nothing 
to show except a collection of letters be- 
tween officials. A dozen years of Do- 
minion management have beon fruitless 
or worse than fruitless, for the province 
isasufferer. Mr. Walkem, when attor- 
ney-general, complained of the increasing 
charges caused by the offences of Indians- 
half our population — who contribute no- 
thing to local government and the present 
attorney-general realizes the same fact. 
The land office constantly receives re- 
monstrances from settlors ami others as 
to the waste condition of lauds that were 
set apart for the Indians by the province 
in consequence of the importunity of the 
Canadian Government. It is high time 
that the provincial government should 
bring this matter seriously and fully to 
tho notice of the government of Canada. 
The latter government cannot be assumed 
to be indifferent or careless . The fact is 
that money is spent , agents are appointed 
and reports are collected, and the official 
mind at headquarters is loath U< believe 
that the expenditure and machinery are 
useless as the facta show . Bui the agents 
themselves know that their work is hoi 
low, and I am sure that Mr. Trutch, if 
the Dominion Government asked him for 
his candid opinion, would say that the Li- 
lians are pretty much as they were before 
confederation. No one would allirm that 
any great advance could be marked; but 
something should have been done if only 
in fulfilment of the just expectation of 
the province in connection with its land 
allotments and the burden of its expen- 
diture caused by Indian offences. 

The blame lies on the local Indian de- 
partment. What are the facts that lie 
on the surface I The outlines of an Indian 
policy do not exist, and, indeed, could nut 
be framed by officials ignorant of the feel- 
ings and ways of the people. Any pro- 
posals by the Indians themselves for per- 
mission to protect their young people from 
sociel dangers, to contribute to their edu- 
cation, or to adopt means of training fur 
even such imperfect citizenship as some 
of them might be capable of, have been op- 
posed l>y the local Indian department. 
Even such a simple matter as alloting ara- 
ble lands in severalty, which the people in 
many places have wished for, and which 
lies at the bottom of all efforts to wean 
the Indians from tribodom, has either nut 
been attempted or has been set about in 
such an ignorant fashion as to fall through 
after large expenditure amid the derision 
of the savages. The helpless endeavors of 
the department to deal by official ukase 
with noxious customs such as potlaching, 
etc., would be ludicrous were the subject 
not so grave. Notwithstanding anything 
to the contrary stated in ollicial reports, 
drunkenness and prostitution have in- 
creased among the people in proportion to 
opportunity — ask anybody who has wit- 
nessed the horrible scenes on tho coast 
and along tho railway works. Read the 
British Columbian, the Nauaimo Free 
Press, the Churchman's Gazette within 
the last couple of months. One looks in 
vain through the ollicial reports for any 
notice of the extraordinary mortality 
among tho Indians, or, indeed, for any 
practical information or valuable sugges- 
tions. Judging from these facts we can 
account for the failure of Canadian work 
among our Indians — a failure which in re- 
ality is a wrong to the province and a fraud 
upon tho Canadian taxpayer. It is simply 
the result of local mal-administration. If 
matters cannot be bettered there is no 
use for an Indian department at all, tho 
province should take back much of its 
lands (as it may do by the agreement re- 
specting them) and should take steps to 
compel tho Indians to bo less of a charge 
upon our administration of justice vote. 
But matters could be bettered if the. Do- 
minion Government only open its 
eyes or if Mr. Trutch directed his shrewd 
mind to the subject. A single ollicial in 
the Victoria office, a real visiting super- 
intendent (ii"t residing in Victoria, but 
forced to spend eight or nine months in 
his tent), and a Few good local agents 
carrying out a simple policy in extensive 
circuits— a policy largely framed by and 
with the help of the Indians themselves— 



are all that is necessary. "Thompson 
\ River" speaks of the interior. As regards 
' the state of matters on the coast I confirm 
all that he says, and applaud your vigilant 
criticism in a matter of such interest to

LOUIS KIEL'S VICTIM. 

The Story of tlu> Shooting of 
Scotl DuriiigtlH! Kctl Iti- 
ver Kcbollioii Tola 

Again* 

WiNNii'Kc, Feb. 2. — A heretofore un- 
written chapter of history is just given 
regarding the provisional government un- 
der the presidency of Louis Kiel. After 
the rebellion of 1869 and 1870, Riel, Le 
Pine and O'Donoithue, with a few follow- 
ers, seized Fort Garry and the Hudson 
Bay company's stores, and established an 
alleged government, which was nearly 
overthrown by tho loyalist settlers under 
tho leadership of Dr. Schultz,Dr. Brown, 
Major Wallace and Mr. Scott. Riel and 
his companions determined to make an ex- 
ample of the leaders, and Schult/., now a 
member of tho Dominion Parliament, 
would have been shot had he not escaped 
to the United States. Scott was a man 
of ungovernable temper, and this furnish- 
ed a pretext for his taking off. The 
freezing and starving process the prison- 
ers were subjected to did not improve his 
temper, and one day in a fit of passion he 
crowned his acts of insubordination by a 
violent assault upon a sentry who came 
within his reach. This sealed his doom, 
A court martial was hastily summoned, 
at which Adjt.-Gen. Le Pine presided, 
and the prisoner, who could not com- 
prehend a word of (he proceedings, was 
condemned to bo shot, forthwith. All 
efforts of the lion. A. G. I!. Banna tynn 
and the Rev. Mr. Young to procure 
•ven a respite proved unavailing. Roil 
and Le Pine, inflamed by ruin and 
resentment, and incited by O'Donoghut; 
determined to carry out the program- 
me. The doomed man was led out 
into the barrack yard and, after two 
volleys from the clumsy and inexporien 
cod firing party, fell back on the rudo 
box w hich was to servo as his colli n, 
Reil refused to give up the body, ami 
what became of it is a mystery to this 
day. A man who was at that time 
connected with the Fort Garry New 
Nation, the organ of the provisional 
government, relates for the (irst time 
t he particulars of the murder of Scott, 
showing that he was 

THRUST INTO 1118 COFFIN ALIVE, 
and lay there live hours terribly woun- 
ded, with the mercury below zero, be- 
fore receiving his death shot. The edi- 
tor of the Now Nation was an old coun- 
tryman, .Major 11. M. Robinson, On 
the afternoon of the of Scott Major 
Robinson was sent from the fort by 
Kiel. 11 e returned some two hours after- 
ward utterly unnerved and horror- 
sfricken, and in an intense stale of ner- 
vousness, lie said that Iviel had desired 
I him to defend in the New Nation the 
| shooting of Scott as an act of necessity 
to the provisional government. Major 
Robinson could not credit that the 
deed of blood had actually been done, 
and expressed his incredulity. Seeing 
this, Riel led the major into the court, 
and to one of tlu; sheds which lined the 
j interior walls, where stood a .sentry. 
As they approached, Riel threw open 
the door, exposing a box from which 
blood was dripping into the snow. 
Hardly hud the major realized this grim 
fact before ho was horrified by hearing 
a voice proceeding firm the box, ex- 
claiming iu distinct tones: 

"Oh! let me out of this! My God, 
how I suffer!" 

With blood curdling in his veins the 
major retreated from the spot. Riel cal- 
led the sentry, and the two entered the 
shod and closed the door. A moment 
later there was a sound of a shot with 
in, and Scott was probably released 
from torture. Riel returned with I bo 
major to the fort, w here lie dismissed 
him with a significant warning to se- 
crecy. Tn comprehend the full horror 
of this tragedy it must be remembered 
that this occured live hours after Scotl 
had been shot and coffined, and with 
the themomctor many degrees below 
zero. .Major Robinson left immediately 
for Kngland. 

I>ie<l darter Conviction. 

An English clergyman recently talked 
his dog to death. The animal had killed 
two hens on Sunday, but buried them 
insufficiently, which imprudence led to 
detection. Tho clergyman grasped the 
situation with a grim hand, and, instead 
of soundly drubbing him, (a punishment 
which charitably inclined people would 
have advised) took the brute into his 
study and preached a new sermon (some 
thing uf a masterpiece, by the way) on 
''Vicious Propensities." There was no 
one to intercede between the hapless 
canine and his cruel tormentor. The dis- 
course occupied in its delivery just twenty 
two minutes. After its conclusion the 
orator complacently anticipated the sen- 
sation it would produce on his congre 
gation the next. Sabbath, and went, away 
to another town to transact some necen 
sary business. When ho returned he 
learned that the dog was dead. The 
simple"- minded minister was thunderstruck 
at tlie deadly effect of his burning reproof. 
"Remorse," he said impressively, "has 
killed my dog." 

A CLERGYMAN ill Durham, England, 
some short timo since taught an old man 
in his parish to road, and found him an 
apt pupil. After his lessui.is wore finished 
ho was n it able to call for some time, and 
when he did, he only found the wife at 
home. "How is John'f" said ho. "How 
does ho get on with his reading?" "Oh, 
nicely, sir." "Ah, I suppose he'll read 
his Bible very comfortably now?" "Bible 
sir! Bless you, he was out of the Bible and 
into the newspapers long ago. " 

Caiuu.val McCabo writes to the Dublin 
branch of the Peace Society that he has 
no hope of the succoss of its aims.

His honor then delivered tho following 
speech : • 
Mr Speaker, Geutlemun of the Legislative 
Assembly, — ■ 

I am glad to find that, during tho sua- 
sion of the legislature now closing, you 
have shown that you realize the changed 
condition anil improved prospects of tho 
province, anil that your la hours have been 
largely devoted to the consideration of 
measures having in view the furtherance 
of settlement and tho establishment of 
new and tho extension of old industries. 

Tho settlement arranged between the 
Dominion and provincial governments, 
and embodied in an act passed by you 
will be fully consummated when the con- 
firmatory measure introduced by the 
premier of Canada into the House of Com- 
mons at Ottawa shall have been ratified 
by tho parliament there, Tho benefits 
likely to accrue from the settlement of the 
long ponding disputes between the Do- 
minion and the province, and the re- 
establishment of satisfactory relations, 
with the concomitant advantages of Is- 
land Railway construction, tho opening 
to settlement of tho railway lands, anil 
the completion of the dry dock, can nol 
easily be over-estimated. 

The session has boon marked by more 
than usually important legislation. The 
Land Act, which it has been my pleasure 
to approve, is, 1 think, calculated to pro- 
mole settlement and prevent tho acquisi- 
tion of largo arears of Crown lands for 
speculative purposes. 

The object of the bills on the Chinese 
question which you have passed, anil of 
the address which I have forwarded to his 
excellency the governor-general in coun- 
cil, is undoubtedly good. 

The new Mineral Act, I trust, will have 
the effect intended, of fostering tho im- 
portant mining industries of the province, 
Tho Timber Act is important, and It is 
hoped will operate so as to protect our 
valuable forests from spoliation and bo 
productive of revenue, while not in the 
least degree interfering prejudicially with 
the oxtonsivo lumber industries of the 
country. 

I am glad to find that yon hive made 
liboral provision for public works in tho 
various districts. The greatest caro will 
be exerciaod in expenditure, with a view 
to obtain resuits calculated to advance 
tho general interests. 

Tt is gratifying that immigrants in con- 
siderable numbers continue to seek homoa 
in our favored province . It will bo ne- 
cessary to take immediate and active | 
steps to open up new sections of country 
for settlement purposes, to tuoet aa far as 
possible the tide of immigration which ia 
setting in upon our shores. 

In relieving you from further atten 
dance upon your duties, I sincerely hope 
that our anticipations of prosperity may 
ho fully realized, and that you may have 
tho satisfaction of knowing that your pa- 
triotic efforts to promote tho general wel- 
fare of tho country have been successful. 

Hon. Mr. Robson, provincial secretary, 
then formally announced that it was the 
will of his honor the liout. -governor that 
the house should bo prorogued until Fri- 
day, the ISth day of April next.

Pauls, Feb. 18. The French govern- 
ment has called the attention of the Eng- 
glish cabinet to the danger of an uprising 
and massacre ut Cairo if the English gar- 
rison is weakened.

The order creates 
fresh confusion as a dozen officers are al- 
ready on the way to Suakim, 

Lon no, Feb. 18. — Gladstone, replying 
to an enquiry by Northcote regarding 
Gordon's action, said the appointment of 
Mahdi as Sultan of Khardofan and the re- 
mission of taxos wore within Gordon's 
power. The true meaning of the order 
regarding slavery could not be understood 
from tho telegraphic summary.

— The Crown Prince 
Rudolph's exposure of the American 
spiritualist Rastian continues to be the 
sensation here and Bastian has been ex- 
pelled from Vienna. Bason Holloiiburg, 
the recognized head of all Austrian spirit- 
ualists, says orthodox spiritualism is in 
no way impaired by the unmasking of 
Bastian who, although formerly endowed 
with true spiritualistic power, lately lost 
it and has made up the deficiency by a re- 
sort to tricks.

(London Times, Jan, 25.) 
I am certain of this, that the more the 
English people examine into the Radical 
policy, the more the Radical party devul- 
opes itself and comes closer to the eye, the 
more clearly you will perceive what trans- 
parent humbug tho Radical policy is, and- 
what transcendent impostors tho Radical 
party is composed of.

Asa matter of fact, Lord 
Salisbury from his earliest days has toiled 
and spun in thu service of the Stale and 
for the advancement of his countrymen in 
ill learning, in wealth, and in prosperity; 
but no Radical ever yet allowed himself 
to be embarassed by a question of fact. 
Just look, however, at what Mr. Cham- 
berlain himself does. He goes to New- 
castle and is entertained at a banquet 
there, and procures for the president of 
the feast a live earl, no less a person than 
thu Earl of Durham. Now Lord Durham 
is a young gentleman who Iris just come 
of age, who is in the possession of immense 
hereditary estates, who is wtll known 
on Newmarket Heath' and prominent 
among the gilded youth who throng the 
corridors of the Gaiety Theatre (laughter) 
but who has studied politics about as 
much as Barnum's new white ulephai.t, 
and upon whose ingenious mind even the 
idea of rendering service to the State has 
not yet commenced to dawn. (Laughter.) 
If by ail}' means it could be legitimate to 
stigmatize any individual as enjoying 
great riches for which ho has neither toil- 
ed nor spun, such a cast' would bo the 
case of the Earl of Durham; and yet it is 
under the patronage of the Earl of Dur- 
ham, and basking in the. smiles of the Earl 
of Durham, bandying vulgar compliments 
with the earl of Durham, that this stern 
patriot, this rigid moralist , this unbending 
censor, the Right Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain llaunts his Radical and levelling doc 
trines before the astounded democrats of 
Newcastle. (Laughter am 
"Vanity of vanities," says the 
"all is vanity;" "Humbug of humbu 
says the Radical, "all is humbug." 
(lentlumen, we livo in an age of advertise- 
ment, the age of Holloway's pills, of Col- 
man's mustard, and of Hurniman's pure 
tea; and the policy of lavish advertise- 
ment has been so successful in commerce 
that the liboral party, with its usual en- 
terprise, has adapted it to politics. The 
Prime Minister is tho greatest living 
master of the art of personal political ad- 
vertisement. (Hear, hoar.) Hullovvay, 
Column, and Horniinan tiro nothing com- 
pared with him. Every act of his, whether 
it be for the purposes of health, or of rec- 
reation, or of religious devotion, is spread 
before the eyes nf every man, woman, ami 
child in the United Kingdom on large anil 
glaring placards. For the purposes of an 
autumn holiday a large transatlantic 
steamer is specially engaged, the Poet 
Laureate adorns the suite, and receives a 
pecragu as his salary, and the incidents 
of the voyage are luncheon with the Em- 
peror of Russia and tea with the Queen of 
Denmark. For the purpose of recreation 
he has selected the fulling oftrees, and we 
may usefully remark that hisamusemeuts 
like his politics, aroossentially destructive. 
(Laughter.) Every afternoon the whole 
world is invited to assist at the 
crashing fall of boiuc beech or elm or oak 
—the forests lament in order that Mr. 
Gladstono may perspire (laughter)— and 
full accounts of these proceedings are 
forwarded by special correspondents to 
every daily paper every recurring morn- 
ing. For the purposes of religious de- 
votion the advertisements grow 
larger. The parish Church at 
Hawarden is insufficient to contain the 
tho thronging multitudes of flycatchers 
who flock to hear Mr. Gladstono read tho 
lossons for the day, and the humble par- 
ishonors are banished to hospitable Non- 
conformist tabernacles in order that 
mankind may be present at the Prime 
Minister's rendering of Isaiah, or Jere- 
miah, or tho Book of Job. This, gentle 
men, all this, is the great, art of advertise- 
ment, and there can no doubt that it pays 
when undertaken on tho grandiose scale 
adopted by Mr. Gladstone. I am 
not sure whether in our oalmer and more 
reflective moments we should not prefer a 
little moro real simplicity in our public 
men, whether (heir private lives should 
not be more gonuinely private, and 
whether their special family interests and 
family events would not be more natural 
if they were confined to the family circle. 
(Hear, hear.) People used to say that, 
Lord Boaconsiield was theatrical; but. 
Lord Beaconsfield was a perfect child in 
this matter; ho had not even mastered 
the .rudiments of the art, and ho never 
dreamt of such grand and theat Heal repre- 
sentations as those with which Mr. Glad- 
stone and his starring company astonish 
tho British public week by week. How 
evor, these remarks of mine aro merely 
preliminary to a couple of concluding po- 
litical observations to which 1 was led by 
two of tho Gladstonian advertisements 
which appeared in the papers the other 
day. The first described the journey of 
a deputation of working- men from the 
puro and immaculate borough of Chester 
to Hawarden Castle. It has always ap- 
peared to mo somewhat incongruous and 
inappropriate that the great, chief of the 
Radical party should reside in a castle. 
But to proceed. One would have thought, 
that tho deputation would have boon re- 
ceived in tho house, in tho study, in the 
drawing-room, or oven in the dinijlg-. 
room. Not at all. That would have 
been out of harmony with tho advertise- 
ment "boom." Another scene had been 
arranged. The working-men were guided 
through the ornamental grounds into the 
wide-sproading park, strewn with the 
wreckage and ruins of the PrimeMinister's 
sport. All around them lay the rotting 
trunks of onco umbrageous trees; all 
around them, tossed by tho winds, were 
boughs and bark and withered shoots. 
Thoy come suddenly on the Prime Minis- 
ter and Master Herbert, (laughter), in 



scanty attire and profuse perspiration, en- 
gaged in tho destruction of n gigantic oak, 
just giving its last dying groan. Thoy are 
permitted to gaze and tj worship and 
adore, and, having conducted themselves 
with exemplary propriety, tire each of 
them presented with a few chips as a 
memorial of that memorable scene. 
(Laughter.) Is not this, I thought to my- 
self as 1 read the narrative, a perfect type 
and emblem of Mr. Gladstone's govern- 
ment of the Empire? The working 
classes of this country in 18S0 sought Mr. 
Gladstono. He told them that ho would 
give them and all other subjects of the 
Queen much legislation, great prosperity, 
and universal poace.aud he has given them 
nothing but chips. Chips to the faithful 
allies in Afghanistan, chips to the trust- 
ing native races of South Africa, chips to 
the Egyptian fellah, chips to tho British 
farmer, chips to the manufacturer and the 
artisan, chips to tho agricultural laborer, 
chips to the House of Commons itself. 
(Cheers,) 1 ask you, who have followed 
with care the events of this parliament, to 
carry your minds back to the beginning 
of 1880, to the demonstration of Dulcig- 
iio, to the slaughter of Maiwand, to the 
loss of Candnhar, to the rebellion in the 
Transvaal, to the Irish Land League with 
all its attendant horrors, to the scones in 
tho House of Commons, to tho loss of 
freedom and dignity sustained by that as- 
sembly, to_ the abortive sessions, to the 
Egyptian muddle, with its sham military 
glories, to the resignation of Cabinet 
Ministers, to the spectacle recontly af- 
forded of two Ministerial colleagues openly 
defying each other, to the illusory pro- 
gramme spread before you for the coming 
year, to the immense dangers and difficul- 
ties which surround you on every sido —
